The NeiT Discovery of the Canse of Con- 

Miiniition.

has occurred in our decafle. Medical men 
! have loii;^ siispooted that <'onsuinj)tion wa.< 
la eoiiiniuiiif:ii)le, that i.s in a sense, a e.*ii- 
I tH prions disease, but the nb.sfdute pr ml of 
I tb's view has only been fmiiisheil by the 
discovery of the aeti a' cause oi t le dise. s 
by Dr. Koch, of Berlin. 

This canse of tuberclosis tnr:is o'lt to be 
a parasite, a minute colorless living parti- 
cle, which its discoverer names the Uicil- 
I lns< tuberculosis. It will be a source of 
• woii'lor to inany<^>f our readers why, with 
' all the research whii'h has been oxpeu'led 
upon this dif*ense for years — a<lisea.se that 
kills from one to two-sevenths of mankind 
— the cause of it was not discovcrod ion*; 
I ago. The reasons of it is simply this : The 
p iras:t".-». 'jerin'^, or, tecliically spcakin;:, 
the bacilli, oi the disease are colorless, and 
I hence could not be distinjiuished from the 
the media in which they lived. Dr. Koch 
J has found out the means of tinting' the 
bacUh so as to make tliein visiblo, and has 
thus put within the reach of every miero- 
sc.ipist the means of detectini; tliem in any 
or^'an or secretion of the body. The color- 
ini,' substances he usetl were methelene 
l)lne and vesuvin. The mythlene jircpa- 
ration colors the whole prepar.iti«>n blue, 
and the vesavin dischai^es the bine from 
every element <>f the preparation, impart- 
to tlioni a brown lint, except the bacilli, 
which still retain the blue color. Of all 
the j:erms of disease there are Imt two 
which undergo this peculiar reaction, 
namely, those of leprosy and those of 
tuberculosis. 

All other germs lose their blue color 
under the action of vesuvin. The haciUi 
of tniieiculosis thus Tendered visible are 
found to l)e small r('d-like bodies with a 
len;j;th about one-third the diauieter of 
the lilood corpuscles, which are l-;r)00th 
of inch, and in brea<ltli aliont one-sixth of 
their lenjfth. They are fouml in greatest 
abundance in fesh* tuberculous mnsses, in 
the sjK'i-trnm of the disease, in the walls 
I of the cavities formed by it in the lun^s, 
and in all the depots ot tuberculosis in tne 
i body. The <amf bodies are found in the 
I bodies of cattle in the so called "pearl <li8- 
ease," which has long been suspected to 
be the same disease as the tuberculosis of 
man. 

Dr. Koi'h was not content with simplv 
discoverini.' these bodies. He al8odevi>cd 
or worked out a preitaration from <;elatin- 
iiied ox-blood in which he sowed the /xtcV// 
and watched them grow. He found in 
thi< obseivation that they thrived bi-st at 
a temperature between So and 108 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The distinguished observer 
next subjected his new disi overy to the 
cnicial test, to wit: inoculation of the lower 
animals, lie found that he could thus 
induce tuberculosis in any anim-.d— even 
j in those not natur.illy predispo>?cd to it, or 
in those which jialurally enjoy immunity 
against it, like dogs and rats. Thus lie 
completed the chain of experimentation, 
and having veriLied his results by three 
months of patient work, he published it to 
the world. 

The London Lancet of April 22d reports 
that even in the short time that has al> 
ready elapsed since the annunciation of 
this discovery, the results have been con- 
lirmed bv liaunigartner, another almost 
equally distin^'uislied investigator in the 
lielil of phthology, and at the |)re.sent time 
niicroscopiyts all «»ver the world are busy 
in the study of the b((ciUi of tuberculosis. 

Tlie report of this discovery is received 
with a bensation in medical circles, which 
is as much greater than that manifested 
over the trivhina siiiralis as tuberculo.sis is 
graver tliau trinchiuosis, as it not only 
discloses the cause of this dread disease 
but reveals away in which the causes of 
otlier most acurately infectious disease 
may be found out. And though it does 



not show us as yet. at least, how the dis- 
ease may be cured, it 'vill show us iiow it 
may be preventi'd, as was the case in 
♦ richinofis. At any rate, the first step h.is 
heen taken— and a {.dant stiideitis — on 
tlie road to the mastery of a disease which 
kills more people than'all the plairues and 
all the wars and all the I'.i lu'iiey put togeth- 
er. It is no wonder, tlier»'foiv, in it medi- 
cal tnen look upon tin's discovery by Koch 
as tiio v'reatest revelation that has ]»eeu 
made in tlie history of the discovery of the 
circulation of the blood by Harvey, over 
two hundred years ivin.

May 10.— Ciiarles Lan;;- 
heinier walked out of the eastern peniten- 
tiary this mornin;^ at t!io rlM>-(> of his 
eighth term in Cherry Hill, lie was first 
entered 3n May lo,'lS40, just forty-two 
years a;.o. to five years' confinement for 
I.irce.icy, and it was while s -rving out ihii 
sentence that he was immortalized by 
Chai les Dickens, When the <"i-itin:;uished 
writer arrived in Phi!,ide1p!iia and visited 
the eastern penitentiary ;in«l gave him a 
place in American \ote<. Di( kens saw the 
convict as he has 1 een throuirliout life, an 
unmiti;_'ated liypocrite and rascal of for- 
lorn appearance, and always ready to pour 
into the ears of an unsophisticated listener 
a frightful tale of woe and distress. L.ing- 
heimer was naturally a thief. He had an 
excellent trade, that of p.iper stainiuL:, in 
whii h he could have earned a line salary, 
f<^r good raen in that line were scarce, and 
Lan^heimer was an excellent stainer, but 
it was impossible for him to resist the 
temptation to steal. 

At the time of his rel(?ase I.angheiiner 
was in his seventy-ninth vt-ar. Wiien he 
lirst entered liie eastern penitentiary, for- 
tv-two years ago, he wa- iiutnber 1,274. 
rpon lieing (ojisi;;ned to the same in- 
stitution to 1K7!> he was lalndled 10,014. 
During the long periml between the time 
bangheimer lirst entered the prison in 
1840 until he left to-day, an army of 8,740 
convicts have passed out of the institution. 
So f.ir as a resi<lent at Cherry Hill is con- 
i'erned, he has outlive<l them all. His 
eight terms in the eastern peiiiteutiarv ag- 
gregate in time thus spent upwards of 
t wenty-eiirht years. 

In ail<iition to his local career as a con- 
vict he has served terms in Sing Sing, the 
Maryland penitentiary and other prisons. 
It is no exaggeration to say that Lang- 
heimer has spent lifty years of his life 
within prison walls. When he lel't to-day 
he had .*?lo of his own money, bt sides the 
So allowe<l each liberated convict by the 
state. As he departed one of the prison 
oUicials remarked: "I'll bet he will be 
l>ack here before two months are gone. He 
can't helji stealing. Mark what I say, he 
will soon be back."
